Council considers putting a lid 
on the issue of blowing recyclables

Council is looking at 
literally putting a lid on 
the issue of wayward 
recyclables that blow 
out of curbside bins 
and onto lawns and the 
streets of Didsbury. 

While the Town of 
Didsbury has received 
many accolades front 
citizens since the intro¬ 
duction of single stream 
recycling in 2013, admin¬ 
istration says the only 
complaint has been the 
lack of a lid. 

Recycling, including 
paper and cardboard, 
sometimes gets blown 
out of the bins, end¬ 
ing up on neighbouring 
properties and streets. 

At the 2014 
Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities (FCM) 
conference, CAO Roy 
Brown said administra¬ 
tion viewed recycling bin 
lids. 

“This product would 
stop or reduce the prob-

lent,” Brown reported to 
council during the meet¬ 
ing on June 24. 

Lids cost about $2 
each. If council supports 
the project, the Town of 
Didsbury could either 
provide a lid to each 
residence or make lids 
available for purchase, 
Brown said. Ho suggest¬ 
ed a price of $3 a lid to 
cover the municipality's 
costs. 

Council made no deci¬ 
sion on whether or not 
to make the lids avail¬ 
able. 

Instead, members 
unanimously approved 
a motion for adminis¬ 
tration to report back 
to council with more 
detailed costs. 

Coun. Sheila Schulz 
said she’d be interested 
in seeing a further cost 
breakdown of a town- 
supplied system com¬ 
pared to making the lids 
available for purchase. 

“It’s what’s going to 
cost less for the taxpay¬ 
er," she said.

Early residential devel¬ 
opment in Didsbury 
began at the turn of the 
century with arrival of 
the subsidiary line of the 
Calgary to Edmonton 
railway. Jacob Y. Shantz 
is credited with found¬ 
ing the town in 1894 
when he came west with 
a group of Mennonites 
from Ontario to establish 
a community along the 
rail line as part of the 
settlement program pro¬ 
moted by the federal gov¬ 
ernment and endorsed 
by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. 

Among the group of 
34 original settlers were 
Shantz’s three adult chil¬ 
dren - Ephraim, Veronica 
and Harriet. In 1905, 
Didsbury was incorpo¬ 
rated as a village and 
Ephraim moved to what 
is now known as the 
Shantz Farmhouse site. 
His father had received 
the Dominion Land Grant 
title for the property in 
1900. 

The circa 1905 farm¬ 
house site includes a two- 
storey brick residence, an 
early small gambrel roof 
bam and a larger gambrel 
roof bam with character- 
defining elements. 

The residence is 
described as having a 
modest cruciform plan 
with symmetrical facade 
emphasized by the wood 
shingled intersecting 
gables and the project¬ 
ing front and rear facade 
elements. The open pedi¬ 
ment has a bay window 
on the first level, paired 
windows on the second 
and semicircular win¬ 
dows in the gable end. 

While on part of a quar¬ 
ter section, the designa¬ 
tion only applies to the 
house and bam footprint 
and one metre beyond. 

Under the municipal 
heritage designation, 
the resource cannot be 
removed, destroyed, dis¬ 
turbed, altered, rehabili¬ 
tated or repaired unless 
the proposed changes are 
approved by the Town of 
Didsbury. 

Unlike other private 
properties in town where 
them are exemptions for 
requiring a development 
permit, the designation 
means all work on the 
Shantz Farmhouse site 
requires a development 
permit, Henry explained 
to council when ques¬ 
tioned. She added that all 
development permit fees 
would be waived by the 
Town of Didsbury. 

The property owner, 
Herman Doering, agreed 
to have the property 
designated, according to 
Henry and has waived 
compensation under the 
Historical Resources Act. 

The cost of register 
ing the designation on 
the land title, installa¬ 
tion of a plaque, waiver 
of development fees and 
any other costs will be 
covered by the Town of 
Didsbury by current or 
future operating budgets, 
according to Henry.

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Firefighters off to 
U.S.A. Firefit

Several Didsbury firefighters are off to Missoula, Mont 
this week to compete in another Firefit challenge. The 
members were invited to participate to experience what 
an American competition is like, having already taken part 
in several Canadian events this year. 

Firefighters from Didsbury who attended the Central 
Prairie and B.C. Regional Firefit Challenge in Okotoks on 
June 14 improved their times over the previous competi¬ 
tion in Medicine Hat two weeks earlier. 

The best individual time on the course by a Didsbury 
member was two minutes and 11 seconds. Everyone who 
participated from Didsbury was quicker than their last 
time in Medicine Hat, except for Craig Martin who didn’t 
complete the course due to medical reasons. “I wasn’t able 
to finish due to medical reasons, but everybody else kind of 
hit their goal of shaving 10 to 20 seconds off their time, so 
we were quite pleased to see that,” Martin said.

“That’s really fast. That’s a great time,” Martin said. 

Over 100 competitors took part in the event from various 
departments. A total of seven Didsbury firefighters took 
part in the competition. An added bonus, Martin said, was 
participating in a parade of all the competitors. It featured 
a vintage fire truck.
